Britain Given Free Hand On Spanish Impasse 


ACRIMONOUS 


DISCUSSION | 


AT NON-INTERVENTION 


COMMITTEE 


MEETING 


London, Yesterday. 


Well-informed circles emphasise that a set- 
back at Friday’s non-intervention meeting was 
only averted and but temporarily by the plan of 
conferring on the British Government a mandate 
to seek some means of escape from the present 


impasse. 


: At the close of the afternoon session, which 
lasted several hours, the’ chairman, Lord Ply- 


mouth, expressed a wish 
enough time to exercise 


to have a free hand and 
the mandate. 


All the Powers agreed to confer this mandate 
on Britain and declared themselves prepared to 
grant the request for time, so that a further ses- 
sion of the committee is not now to be expected 


before Wednesday. 


Some ambiguity arose in con- 
nection with the attitude of the 
French . Government over the 
Franco-Spanish and Portuguese- 
Spanish frontlers, as announced 
by the Ambassador, M. Corbin. 

M. Corbin Iater agreed, how- 
ever, that Britain should have 
whatever time she required for 
execution of the mandate. . 


ULTIMATUM WITHDRAWN 
This would mean that the 


French “ultimatum” on the fron- 
tler question would be withdrawn, 
but it is not known whethor M. 
Corbin has ‘received {nsatructions 
from Paria to retract his state 
ment. 

The question {s now being 
asked: “What will the French 
Government do at the beginning 
of next week?” 

No oMcial communique on yes- 
-terday’s session has yet been Ssau- 
ed but it jx believed that when it 
docs appenr, it will be just os ox- 
hnustive as the communication 
about the Inst meeting and will 
give full details. 

M. CORBIN'S DECLARATION 

It uppears that M. Corbin de- 

. clared that if supervision of. the 
Portuguese frontier was not re- 
sumed without delay, France 
would find heraclf obliged — to 
notify the committee that it could 
not consent to French territory 
alone being subjected to super- 
vision and that consequently 
France could no longer recognise 
the right to continuation of super- 
vision.—Trans-Ocean. 


GERMAN ENVOY’S 
DECLARATION 


Fundamental Basis 
Claimed 


London, Yesterday. 

“Tho Reich Government is of 
the opinion that the Italo-German 
plan proves its own qualifications 
and that it would be dificult . to 
find ao botter scheme which is 
practical and could be carried 
out and which would apply to 
the fundamental principles of non- 
intervention in Spain.” 

So declared the German <Am- 
bassador, Herr von Ribbentrop, at 
yeaterday’s committee meeting. 

Tho-German Ambassador dis- 
cussed the German plan in detail, 
pointing out the results that could 
‘be expected from ita application. 

He declared that according 
rights of belligerency to both 
aldes in Spain would constit- 
ute a decided strengthening 
of the non-Intervention {dcal. 

WHAT. MISSION? 

Commenting on the objection

PARIS ORDERS 


Attitude Decided By

: Paris, Yesterday. 

The sudden adamant attitude of 
the French delegate at Friday's 
non-intervention mecting is  -be- 
lieved to be due to instructions he 
received from Paris on Thursday 
night. , 

The Vice-Premier, M. Leon 
Blum, is reported to have stress- 
ed the fact at Thursday's mecting 
of the Cabinet that he could not 
hope to win the support of ‘he 
Socialist Party for the Govern- 
ment and especially for the finan- 
cia] emergency measures unless 
the Government took an attitude 
in foreign affairs which -was ac- 
ceptable to the party.

PLAIN SPEECH BY.

The controversial character of 
the speeches was the feature of 
the whole morning session and tho 
outlook was most unfavourable 
when the adjournment was taken.

task when Germany’: ond Italy 
withdrew was one which His Ma- 
jesty’s Government undertook with 
reluctance. It involved very con- 
alderable risk and expense. 
OBSERVER OFFER 

From one or two quarters sug- 
gestions had been made that they 
were not satisfied that the British 
Navy would carry out their dutics 
In an impartial way. In order to 
convince them, his Government 
offered to carry neutral observers 
on the ships engaged In patrol work 
and indicated that they did not 
exclude any country whatever 
from the list of those from which 
such observera were drawn, No- 
thing had arisen, he said, to lead 
the British Government to believe 
that action on the Hines suggested 
by the German and Italian Plan 
regarding belligerent righta would 
advance a solution and referring 
to the view expressed on behalf of 
the French Government about the 
maintenance of observers on their 
Spanish Frontfer, ho declared that 
it must be regarded as eminently 
reasonable. He restated his Gov- 
ernment’s views in regard’ to the 
question of the withdrawal of 
volunteers in Spain and referring 
again to the speeches delivered, 
sald he had listened to them with 
care, but felt that most of them 
had not helped forward ao solution 
of the impasse. 

DUTCH PROPOSAL 

The British Government, how- 
ever, were still perfectly prepared 
to consider any practical proposal 
to that end. att 

It was at this stage that the 
Netherlands Minister suggested 
the Committee should invite the 
British Governmont to find a way 
out of the difficulty and a. proposal 
on thesa Iines was unanimously 
adopted. 

Lord Plymouth said he would put

achleved. Later, Lord Plymouth 
announced the British Govern- 
ment’s acceptance of this task and 
the meeting ended in a much more 
favourable atmosphere than that 
in which {t opened. 
- URGENT MATTER 

The proposal met with support 
from Count Grandi, Monsieur 
Corbin, Herr: von Ribbentrop and 
others and it was ultimately un- 
animously accepted. 

Lord Plymouth jointed out that 
if they were to proceed with any 
hopo of. success the maximum: con- 
sideration and cooperation from 
all concerned was ‘essential.

— outside of brotherhood. To feel 
a situation without perceiving the 
truth of it, that is, sensation with- 
out perception, and it fs death, To 
be “In the way”, to perceive the 
truth of sensation, of subjective 
experience, that. is life. The. maxi- 
mum of perception in sensation 
that is the Christian: ideal. It is 
not the materialist ideal, for per- 
ception involves personal suffer- 


ing, and suffering, to the material- . 


ist, {3 evil. But perception alone 
makes sensation human. Percep- 
tion alone can make suffering 
creative, and suffering {s inescap- 
able. Perception in sensation Is 
Jove: sensation without perception 4, 
is hatred.

Can We Love God? 


Can we love God? ~The answer 
comes in another question.

The. outcome of 
fear in. man is always hate and 
tho desiro to destroy. History has 
shown that when the Church, for 
example, has become pn abstrac- 
tion men havo feared and hated it 
and sought to destroy it. Hence 
wo have wars, and social strife. 
But can fear destroy fear? Can 
Satan cast out Satan? And fear 
must. bo cast out because fear 
hath torment. Now hero Js only 
ono power which can cast out fear 
and that power {s:lovo — “perfect 
love casteth out fear.” : 

But perfect love, as we havo 
noted, fa perfect perception, There- 
fore wo cannot completely destroy 
evil until we go to the roota of ovil 
in ourselves and in other men, un- 
til we not only feel but perceive.

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- WHAT DOES ITALY WANT? 


XCEPT for a rather ambitious pushfulness in the sale of air- 
planes to China, and a moderate amount of gencral com- 
merce, Italian interests do not make any complication in the 
Far East, and perhaps there is none of. the Great Powers whose 
internal politics are Iess understood. The fact that she is 
situnted on the flank of our. main line of communications with 
Europe and Eastern U.S.A. is apt:to be forgotten, and when we 
realise that it is one of the ambitions of I] Duce to be able to 
call the Mediterranean “mare nostrum” jt becomes important to 
try to understand the meaning of that ambition, and how it has 
come to be entertained. It was, and atill is, easy to recognise 
that under the Versailles Treaty Germany had real grievances 
that she would struggle to remove. Most people considered that 


- Italy had been rather generously compensated, and it has been 


a surprise that her protests have been even louder than Ger- 
many’s. It is clear that she has a “complex” of some sort, and 
we must go some years back to trace its origin. 

A century ago it was possible for an eminent statesman to 
“Italy is merely a geographical expression”. A short article 
ia not the place’for even the shortest survey of the history of 
the Papal States, of the Spanish Bourbons as Kings of Naples, 
and of all the minor principalities that were nests of art and 
culture in the days of the Renaissance, or to retell the long 
history of the oligarchic republic of Venice. There seemed to 
be « thousand reasons why Italy could never be combined, but 
modern Italy is a standing proof of the power of an iden. Deep 
in the hearts of the people there still smouldered the recollection 
of the majesty of Rome as n living force, far different from the 
antiquarian and romantic associations derived from study by 
artists and scholars who lived or were born in other lands. The 
enthusiasm of Mazzini for freedom and for the common mun’s 
right to live his own life started a fire which smouldered until 
Garibaldi blew it into flame, and Cavour used it for the establish- 
ment at Jong last of a new Italy. 


When the flame burned down came the period of disillusion, 
— when Parliament, split into cliques partly of local connection, 
and partly of self-interest, not so much led as managed by a 
succession of men of whom Giolitti was the cleverest and had 
the longest innings. Italy had a grudge against the world which 
could not be reduced to any detailed account, and above all that 
self-defence made necessary an alliance with Germany and Aus- 
tria, and it was only from Austrian that the severed sections of 
the race could be reconquered. The Great War came, and al- 
though she had been trained for war largely by German soldiers, 
and made prosperous by German Banks, the temptation to drive 
Austria back was. overwhelming. The Allies have nover deceiv- 
ed themselves into thinking that it was any sentimental regard 
for them that prompted Italian policy. Things were going badly, 
and the offer of Italian nid could not be rejected, but the terms 
were, as Sir Edward Grey recorded,.“‘usurious”. The agreement

of preparing a bath ia, | Aw re- 
sult of an enquiry ‘among = 4 
wroup of average individuals, it 
was concluded that the “usual” 
way was somewhat like this: 


A mixture of hot and cold 
water, apparently at the proper 
temperature was caused to flow 
into the bath, with no further 
attention being given until the 
water had reached a proper 
level. Then cold water is in- 
varinbly added to reduce the 
temperature of the ‘water al- 
ready in the bath. 


Aso result of this usual pro- 
cedure the alr in the bathroom 
rises in temperature so that the 
bather soon becomes overheated, 
and is often rendered particu- 
larly uncomfortable, particular- 
ly upon finishing the bath, It is 
apparently: a common thing for 
people to tarry while in the 
bathroom in order to “cool” off. 
This practice is most frequent 
in winter, when the air of the 
bathroom has reached a much 
higher temperature than the air 
in the dressing room. Head and 
chest colds frequently result at 
the fnilure ‘to “cool off"  suf- 
ficiently In the warmer room. 


The error of such a method 
lies in the fact that the mixture 
of hot and cold water, which at 
first seemed of quite the proper 
temperature, becomes hotter the 
longer the flow fs continued, due

stances, the hot water was the 
real hot water, such as ‘is sup- 
plied in modern apartments, the 
method is wholly illogical. 

What is the correct way to 
draw water for a bath? Incid- 
entally the investigation con- 
ducted: showed that only — two 
people “drew” water in the cor- 
rect method, hence the value of 
the following tips. After you 
have used this new method its 
advantaged ard sure to make 
you continue. 

1. Allow the cold water to 
flow into the bath until the de- 
stred level is reached. Gener- 
ally it is slightly less than half 
the amount of water required. 
_2. Turn on the hot water, and 
mix it quite thoroughly with

danger of producing complica- 
tions.

tion"-—that ig to say, not y 
trimmed or cut true At the 
point where the bottom of the 
ticket. should have ended a pie 
of paper of irregular shape ¢ 
tended for three-quarters of an 
inch. : 

It was the finding of this tiny 
clue which caused me to search 
every dustbin in the immediate 
neighbourhood and brought to 
light the charred proof prints, 
which proved such strong evid- 
ence at the trial of the accused 
and enabled ‘the Crown to estab-

lish their case by linking up the 
activities of the printers in the 
Johannesburg surburb with an- 
other concern which auddenly 
blossomed forth at Cape Town, 
several hundred miles distant, 
with the same machinery. 


Having thus satisfied myself 
that a forged (issue had been 
printed, the next essential step 
was to prove that the forged 
coupons had actually been put 
into circulation.

been prejudiced. To prove this 
it becnme necessary to find at’ 
least one tram coupon of a cer- 
tain alphabetical series (known 
only to myself) bearing a con- 
ductor’s “punch-mark” to show 
that it had been accepted in 
payment of a fare, to the pre- 
judice of the Tramway Depart- 
ment.

837 hours without a break exam- 
ining discarded tickets in the 
streets of Johannesburg at the’ 
various tram termini.

Revelations Of. Regular Traffic From Colony To Australia 


DOZEN AT 
A TIME 
AT FIFTY 
DOLLARS 
PER HEAD 


The scheme of what is 


believed to be a large-| 


scale organisation for 
the smuggling of Chin- 
ese from Hong Kong to 
Australia, has been un- 
covered. after 
work on the part-of the 
Sydney police force. 


‘Revelation of the inner work- 
inga of the scheme was made 
yesterday by the Sydney cor- 
respondent of the London 
“Timea” in a telegram quoted 
by Reuter. 

The emieeting of Chinese from 
Hong Kong into Australla is be- 
Neved to have been going on for 
some time past but it was only yes- 
terday that the authorities obtain- 
ed definito proof. 


Sydney customs officers were 
the firat to obtnin a clue of the 
smuggling which was followed 
up by the police and resulted in 
the arrent of three Chinese yes- 
terday. 


DOZEN AT A TIME 


According to the Sydney Cus- 
toms, parties of a dozen Chinese 
have been smuggled from time to 
tlme on board steamers in Hong 
Kong harbour. 


The men have been hidden 
on board until the ships arrive 
at Geelong, where they were 
secretly taken ashore by night 
and transported by motor- 
conch to the market gardening 
dintrict near Sydney. 


The majority of the men obtain 
work there in the. gardens but 
nome are taken on to Sydney by 
taxicabs,

Affairs, M. ~Litvinoff, 
has made further strong 
representations to the 
Japanese Ambassador, 
Mr. Shigemitsu, regard- 
ing the situation on the 
Amur River. 


According te an official an- 
nouncement by tho Soviet Govern- 
ment, M. Litvino® demanded the 
immedinte withdrawal of Manchu- 
kuo and Japanese ‘troops from the 
Amur River islands, declaring 
their presence there to be “Il 
leyal."” 

The Forelgn Minister fur- 
ther requested that measures 
be taken for the antvage of 
the Soviet gunboat sunk by 
Manchukuo gunfire during the 
recent incident on the river. 


ORDERS TO TROOPS 


M, Litvinoff pointed out that 
the Soviet has nover recognised 
Manchukuo sovereignty over the 
Amur islands and therefore ex- 
pects the Japanese-Manchurian 
troops will be withdrawn at/ once 
so that further conflicts may be 
avoided. - 

Ho referred to alleged repeated 
Violations of the Soviet frontier, 
both by troops und by Japanese 
reconnaissance planes, und he 
warned, the Japanese Ambassador 
that the Soviet frontier guards 
have received strict orders that 
they are not to tolerate, under any 
circumstances, violattons of the 
frontier but are to repel such 
attempts ut aggression. with all 
the resources at their disposal. 


AMBASSADOR’S RETORT 


The Japanesao Ambassador's re- 
tort that Sovict troops: have them- 
selves repeatedly violated the 
frontler was rejected by M. Lit-

According to accounts emanat- 
ing from Japanese sources, Mr. 
Shigemitsu promised to’ communi- 
cate the naturo of the conversa-

RAPID PACE OF BRITISH| 


NAVAL REARMAMENT 


London, Yesterday. 


The pending naval agreements 
with Russia and Germany, bring- 
ing them into line with the Lon- 
don Naval ‘Treaty of 1936, and 
stabilising, qualitatively, the ra- 
tio between the German’ naval 
forces, Russian warships and the 
Royal Navy, is commented on by 
Mr. Hector Bywater, the “Daily 
Telegraph” naval correspondent. 


One or more small points of de- 
tail remain to be elucidated, but 
it Is anticipated that the agree- 
ments will be rendy for signature 
on Wednesday. . 


Discussing British naval re- 
armament, he says that the ex- 
tent of the replacement and rein- 
forcement is procecding at a pace 
unparallelled either in peacetime 
or during the period of the Great 
War. 


SPEEDING UP 


A tremendous speeding up of 
time-tables will bring three 
crujsers of the “Southampton” 
class into service before the end 
of this year, but next year, five 
still larger cruisers will be ‘com- 
missioned.
